London, February 19.—The whole 
effectiveness of the League. of Na- 
tions depends upon the allies hav- 
ing a reasonably trustworthy mili- 
tary force in close proximity to Ger- 
many, Winston Spencer Churchill, 
secretary of state for war, declar- 
ed at a meeting here today. 

Germany to Be Made Heipless. 

“We are going to take measures,” 
he added, “to make it physically 
impossible for Germany to begin 
a war of revenge a any rate in our 
lifetime. We are going to take a 
few trustworthy persons well pro- 
vide. with what President Wilson 
would call ‘instrumentalities to 
keep watch by the Rhine and to 
make Germany pay reparation for 
the damage’*she has done.’ 

Colone] Churchill made an appeal 
for the maintenance of the army and 
said that the government intended 
to maintain an army of 900,000 men 
during 1919. The government now 
is raising a volunteer army for gar- 
risoning the empire and recruits are 
coming at the rate of a thousand 
daily. Until this army is raised, he 
added, it will be necessary to keep 
up a compulsory army. 

New Scheme for Army. 

The object of the meeting, said 
Mr. Churchill, was to ask the em- 
ployers throughout the country to 
do their best now to reassure the 
men retained in the army that their

COTTIN CALLS PREMIER 
“ENEMY OF HUMANITY” 


And Alleges Clemenceau 
Is Preparing for Another 
War —‘‘It Is Nothing,” 
Says Premier, Speaking 
of His Wounds. 


Paris, February 19.—Premier 
Georges Clemenceau, characterized 
by Lloyd-George as “France’s grand 
young man,” was attacked today by 
an anarchist, Emile Cottin, known 
as “Milou.” Seven shots were fired, 
three of which struck the premier. 
One bullet lodged in the muscles of. 
the shoulder, penetrating deeply, 
but, so far as is present known, 
not injuring the spine, or penetrat- 
ing to the lungs. Two bullets bruis- 
ed the right arm and hand, while 
two other bullets are reported to 
have passed through/ the premier’s 
clothing. 

At the time of the attempted as- 
sassination M. Clemenceau had just 
left his home to drive in a motor car 
to a conference with Colonel] Ed- 
ward M. House, of the American 
peace delegation, &nd Arthur J. Bal- 
four, British secregary for foreign 
affairs... Though bleeding profusely, 
M. Clemenceau was able to return 
to his home, where he reassured the 
members of his household and 
waved aside anxious inquirers with 
“It is nothing.” 

Cendition Satisfactory, 

Latest reports from his attendants 
were that his condition was satis- 
factory and that he was cheerful 
throughout the day, despite occa- 
sional fits of coughing. 

For the présent it has been de- 
cided by the surgeons that extrac- 
tion of the bullet may not be nec- 
essary, and arrangements have been 
made to take radiographs of the in- 
jured parts. 

Cottin, whom the police believed 
to be a somewhat harmless person 
associating with anarchists and aid- 
ing in their propaganda, declared 
that he had planned to kill the pre- 
mier because M. Clemenceau ‘was 
the enemy of humanity and was. 
preparing for another .war.”

Speaking for three hours before 
crowded galleries, Senator Poindex- 
ter, of Washington, republican, pre- 
cipitated @ discussion in the senate 
which embraced other subjects and 
consumed practically the entire 
session. However, there was no 
formal reply to the Washington 
senator from the democratic side. 

Discussion in the house was un- 
expected and was not general. Just 
as the members were settling down 
for a night session, Repres2native 
Fess, of Ohio, chairman of the re- 
publican congressional campaign 
committee, delivered a carefully 
prepared address in which he took 
up the constitution. section by sec- 
tion and denounced the whole as 
abridging the sovereignty of the 
United States and containing ‘‘vi- 
cious possibilities.” 


Comment Interjected, 

The addresses by Senator Poin- 
dexter and Representative Fess 
were the first prepared ones made 
in congress since .the constitution 
of the league was published and 
since President ‘Wilson requested 
that discussion be postponed until 
he could confer with members of 
the senate and house foreign affairs 
committees at the white house next 
week. 


When Representative Fess con- 


cluded there was no further discus-

Washington, February 19.—Ameri- 
can cotton -nroducers are losing 
heavily because of the embargo on 
exports, Representative Black, of 
Texas, told the house judiciary 
committee toda: 
action on his resolution to lift the 
restrictions. 

Great Britain is buying cotton 
products below normal quotations, 
Mr. Black said, and is profiting at 
the expense of producers. He as- 
serted that inasmuch as the emer- 
gency which caused the embargo 
had passed it should be removed. 

The committee sent the resolution 
to the war trade board for comment. 

Removal of restrictions on the ex- 
portation of American goods to neu- 
tral countries was urged in the 
house today by Representatives 
Wood, of Indiana, republican, and 
Heflin, of Alabama, democrat. If 
the war trade board’s rulings on 
trade with neutrals were continued 
another three monthsy said Repre- 
sentative. Wood, foreign manufac- 
turers would have a lead which 
American firms could never over- 
take. Representative Heflin asked 
especially that restrictions on the 
exportation of cotton and _ cotton 
goods be removed and reiterated his 
demand for an ‘investigation of 
New, York cotton exchange. 

Under the rulings of the war 


trade board, said Mr. Wood, export- 
ers of Norway, Sweden, Holland or 
other European neutrals must ob- 
tain a permit before a:license could 
be granted.

She added 
that if she couldn’t have him no 
other woman should. 

Questioned by Solicitor Boykin 
concerning an agreement she had 
talked about in which it was un- 
derstood between Abbott and his 
wife that if either was found $un- 
faithful, the other would kill, wit- 
ness said Mrs. Abbott ha.l told him 
that there was an agreement where- 
by in case of infidelity they “could 
blow each ovher’s heads off.” 

Under cross-examination Perker- 
son said Abbott, according to the 
woman, had been neglecting her for 
eight months; that there was an- 
other woman. 

Scene at Undertaker’s. 


Attorney Arnold then began in- 
terrogating the witness about a 
scene at the undertaking cstablish- 
ment where Abbott’s body was 
taken after the tragedy. PerkKerson 
said he was at. the undertaker’s 
when an automobile. arrived: with 
Mary Powers and Chief Beavers on 
the front seat and Mrs. Abbott and 
a detective in the rear seat. 

A spirited objection was inter- 
posed by Solicitor Boykin to this 
testimony on the ground that the 
events occurred subsequent ‘to the 
killing and had no bearing on the 
motive of the defendant in shooting 
her husband. 

Attorney Arnold assured the court 
that he would establish the ma- 
teriality of the evidence as tending 
to show the relations of Abbott with 
Mary Powers.

UNIFORM WEARING 
STARTS CONTROVERSY 


Augusta, Ga., February 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The keenest interest has de- 
veloped in Augusta over the right 
of a soldier returned from overseas 
to wear his uniform. Lieutenant 
Harold F. Evans, of New York, just 
back from France, and mustered 
out, came on to <Augusta. His 
father and mother are guests at 
the leading winter hotel here, 

He was taken in custody on a 
warrant issued at the instance of 
the military policd attached to Camp 
Hancock and arraigned for law vio- 
lation in that he was wearing his 
uniform. United States Commis- 
sioner Cc. J. Skinner took no action, 
but referred the matter to District 
Attorney Donaldson, at Macon, That 
officer has referred it to the United 
States attorney general at Wash- 
ington. 

It appears that the arrest was 
under war department Circular 43, 
which authorizes a discharged of- 
ficer or soldier to wear his uniform 
from place of discharge to his home 
within three months of dete of dis- 
charge. This was construéd to mean 
that three months’ use of the uni- 
form was solely for the purpose of 
reaching home. Commissioner Skin- 
ner was unwilling to interpret the 
order, which, it is understood, is 
based on Section 125 of the national 
defense act. 

The clause referring to the act 
so far as it refers to the 
conditions to which the act does not 
apply, as follows: “Nor to prevent 
any person who has been honorably 
discharged from the United States 
army, navy or marine corps, regular 
or volunteer, from wearing his uni- 
form from the place of his discharge 
to his home, within three months 
after the date of such discharge.” 

As all discharges are had in this 
country and as three months are 
not required to go from.one point 
in this country to another point in 
this country, Commissioner Skinner 
regarded the clause to be of such 
doubtful meaning that he preferred 
to refer it to his superior officer. 

C. I. Mell, of Augusta, became 
interested in the case of the New 
York officer, in that his son, Lieu- 
t*nant P. H. Mell, aviation, is just 
back from overseas. He wired to 
Congressman Carl Vinson and toa 
Senator Hoke Smith. These gentle- 
men have sent it on to the war 
department. Senator Smith at first 
replied that the officer had the right 
to wear his uniform for three 
months. P 

Later the same day he wired Mr. 
Mell: “War department circular No. 
43, printed in the Congressional 
Record Saturday, authorizes a dis- 
cuarged officer or soldier~to wear 
his uniform fror place of discharge 
to his home within three months of 
date of discharge. Thereafter the 
officer may wear his uniform @nly 
upon occasions of ceremony. Three 
months’ use seem to be allowed 
solely to reach home, and undrr this 
order construction of mili. -~ police 
would seem to be corréct.”

Lieut. Davis and Ensign 
Beck to Face Court-Mar- 
tial for Complicity in 
New York Scandal. 


Washington, February 19 —I] tey- 
tenant Benjamin Davis, of Ply- 
mouth, Pa., attached to the medical 
corps, and ‘Ensign Pau! Beck, of 
New York city, both members of 
the naval reserve force, are under 
arrest at New ¥ork awaiting court- 
martial in*connection with charges 
of bribéry and graft in the third 
naval district. 

In making this announcement to- 
night, Secretary Daniels said that 
the arrest of a third naval officer 
had been ordered today. The name 
of this officer was not made public, 
as the nava! authorities believed 
this would interfere with the pre g- 
ress of the general inquiry now be- 
ing conducted by orders of Mr. 
Daniels. 

Lieutenant Davis already has 
been court-martialed and sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment, but 
approval of this verdict is 
wkthheld, Secretary Danicls said to- 
night, pending the investigation of 
ten other charges against the offi- 
cer. Mr. Daniels said that at the 
first trial the court recommended 
dismissal of Lieutenant Davis from 
the navy, but that he had remanded 
the case: for further consideration 
because the punishment 
severe enough. Later the three 
years’ sentence was recommended. 

Large Bribes Paid. 

According to information given 
out at the department today, a orl 
liminary réport of department of- 
ficials who are conducting a search- 
ing investigation of the whole mat- 
ter mentioned, specifically a bribe 
}of $1,000 paid to secure a favorable 
medtcal report on an applicant who 
could not pass the naval physical 
requirements and another bribe of 
$500 alleged to have been paid to 
secure a desired detail for another 
man, The names of the men alleged 
to have paid and received these 
sums wer®é not revealed. 

Reports of several additiona! in- 
stances of alleged bribery, but with 
smaller sums involved, were under- 
stood to have been made to the dc- 
partment. It was said that latest 
developments in the inquiry sug- 
gested the possibility of there hav- 
ing been collusion between some «of 
the suspected men. Secreta y 
Daniels, however, expressed the 
opinion today that the extent of the 
irregularities had been greatly ex- 
aggerated. Nothing has been found, 
he added, to indicate that a similar 
situation exists at any other naval 
district.

Plane Carrying Eleven 
Persons Arrives Americus 


En Route to California 


Americus, Ga., February 19.—The 
big Handley-Page bombing airplane 
en route from Elizabeth, , to 
Houston, Vexas, landed here late 
today, having made the 227 miles 
from Columbia, S. C., in three hours.

BOXER FOUND GUILTY

Brussels, February 19.—Maximil- 
ian Harden, editor of Die Zukunft, 
of Berlin, in an interview in Le Soir, 


of Brussels, declares that the Ger- 
man people were misled as to the 
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national hatred and was responsible 
for the methods of warfare for 
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cause of the war. They believed 
at the outbreak that Germany was 
in the right and even believe now 
that right was on their side. 
Emperor William, Harden declar- 
ed, was drawn into the war against 
his own wishes, but once hostilities 
began it was he who kept alive 


which the world would never fargive 
Germany. e 
Germans Did Not Know. 
“Our people,” said Harden, ‘did 
not know and do not now know. 
They loyally believed that right was 
on their side. If they had not, they | 
would not have fought and suf- 
fered.as they did. They believed in 
a coalition against Germany. They 
did not understand that Great Brit- 
ain, France and Russia had no other 
object than to pr-tect themselves 


against the adverse designs ‘* the- 
kaiser. ‘3 


“They did not understand that tle 


violation of Belgium was a crime 
which turned the enlightened uni- 
verse against Germany. They are 
still certain that if Germany had not 
invaded Belgium, Great Britain and 
France were ready to do so. Per- 
sonally, I do not think France ever 
thought of such a thing, and if she 
had Great Britain would not have 
permitted it. 

“But it was an old idea of the 
laiser’s. In one of his outbursts 
he once said to Leopold IL. ‘If there 
is war I shall go through Belgiumi 
If she resists, Belgium will not ex- 

‘ any longer.’ 

“It is the thirty years of fei; : of 
William II. which carried responsi- 
bility for the war. It is th® teach- 
ing which has poisoned youth. It 
is the spirit of militaris.: that has 
been soaked into the people. 

Kaiser Not Even Courageous. 

“Kaiser Wilhelm was .rawn into 


it him..lf, perhaps against his own 
sentiments. He was not warlike: 


he was not even courageous, and I 
know that he did struggle to con- 
quer .3 personal feelings b-fore 
he could be brought to sign the 
../bilization decree. 

“But once war was 4@eclared it 
/as he who kent - ive the national 
hatred. It was h: who used meth- 
ods of war for which the wo” v 11 
never pardon him. Believe me, it 
causes me terrible pain to have to 
admit this.” 

When the interviewer pointed out 
to Harden that no protests against 
Germany’s methods ever were raised 
in Germany, Harden declared that 
even now, not only the actors in 
the tragedy hesitate to admit Ger- 
many’s guilt, but that persons who 
h ve lost a brother or husband in 
the war desire to cling to the belief 
that they have suffered their share 
of bereavement in a good cause: 
they think it would take away from 
the dignity of their grief if they 
recognize that the cause for which 
their country fought was criminal.

IN SHORT TERM NOTES

the notes was fixed at $7,000,000,000 
with authority given Secretary 
Glass to fix the rates of interest on 
the four types of notes to be sold. 
The notes would be redeemable be- 
fore maturity at the option of the 
government on one year’s notice. 

The four types of notes that may 
be issued by the treasury and their 
terms as fixed by the committes 
are: 

First—Exempt from al] taxation 
except estate or inheritance taxes, 

Second—Exempt from all taxa- 
tion, estate or inheritance taxes and 
the graduated additional income 
taxes, commonly known as sur- 
taxes and excess profits and war 
profits taxes. 

Third—Exempt from the same 
taxation as those of the second type, 
except that the interest of $30,000 
of notes of this type shall not be 
subject to the estate and the grad- 
uated additional income levies. 

Fourth— Exempt, except from 
estate or inheritance taxes and all 
income, excess profits and war prof- 
its taxes, 

The exemption in all the four 
types applies to both principal and 
interest from all present or future 
tax levies, either federal or local. 
The privilege of conversion of the 
bonds of one type to those of an- 
other is granted purchasers for a 
4 yradeg of six months after their date 
of issue 

With the view to making Liberty 
Bonds more. attractive as invest- 
ments, the committee proposed in 
its new legislation to provide that 
$30,000 of any of the four issucs be 
exempt from additional graduated 
income taxes, 

Provision also will be carried in 
the bill increasing the amount of 
treasury certificates that may be 
issued by the department from eight 
to ten billion dollars.

Baltimore and Ohio Pres- 
ident Tells Congressmen 
Roads Ought to Be Com- 
bined Into About Twen- 


ty-Five Systems. 


Washington, February 10.—Daniel 
Willard, president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, continuing testi- 
mony today before the senate in- 
terstate commerce committee, pro- 


posed ultimate consolidation of all 
the country’s railroads into about 
twenty-five great systems along 
present lines, as an alternative to 
the plan for establishing regional 
systems on a geographical basis. 
Mr. Willard submitted a map to 
show how competition would be pre- 
served under his plan with the big 
roads absorbing the weaker ones. 
Under the proposed regional sys- 
tem, he said, competition would be 
eliminated in each region and serv- 
ice would suffer. 

Funds for purchasing the small 

roads should be provided, the com- 
mittee was told, from excess earn- 
ings of the prosperous ones which 
otherwise would go to the govern- 
ment. 
In this way, Mr. Willard said, the 
big roads would be induced to pro- 
mote the plan, and he predicted that 
within five years there would re- 
main not more than forty systems. 
At present, he pointed out, there are 
162 railroads earning more than 
$1,000,000 a year each. 


Let Roads Do It. 


In reply to questions of Senator 
Pomerene, of Ohio, Mr. Willard said: 

“T would not bring about this con- 
solidation violently, but simply 
would permit the roads to carry it 
out by removing present restric- 
tions.” 

If congress accepts extension of 
federal control until 1924, said Mr. 
Willard, “it is accepting government 
ownership under a different name.” 

Explaining his idea of the func- 
tions of a secretary of transporta- 
tion, Mr. Willard favored making 
the office largely advisory, leaving 
administration and management of 
the railroads to existing agencies. , 

The only two questions which 
would be settled before the roads 
are relinquished, Mr. Willard said, 
are those of sufficient rates and 
the settlement of loans received 
from the government. 

Cummins for Rail Legislation. 

Senator Cummins said he proposed 
to offer an amendment to the pend- 
ing bill appropriating $750, 000, 000 
for the railroad administration to 
prevent relinquishment of the roads 
until after congress has enacted new 
legislation, which he said wpuld not 
be before next December. 

In a printed statement presented 
to the committee, Howard Elliott, 
chairman of the executive commit- 
io. of the Northern Pacific, asserted 
hat reforms erapoees by former 
Director General cAdoo could be 
obtained under private management 
as ey path by representatives of 
railroad executives. Regulated com- 
petition should be continued, he said, 
between the great systems which 
should absorb the small ones. 

Samuel Rea, president of the 
Pennsylvania, also will submit a 
statement.

Pointing out that Mr. Burnett 
would appreciate the impossibility 
of his going directly to the presi- 
dent in court-martial] cases, the gen- 
eral added:

A $7,500,000 EMERGENCY. 


Under our constitution an ex- 
traordinary session of the general 
assembly is permissible only to 
meet an emergency. 

Just now there is a state-wide de- 
mand for an extra session of the 
legislature to act on the highway 
situation in Georgia. | 

Whatever opposition to the call- 
ing of such a session by the gov- 
ernor must rest upon the premise 
that a justifying emergency is non- 
existent. 

In addition to the appropriation 
of 1916, of which Georgia’s pro rata 
to date amounts to approximately 
$1,000,000, no appreciable amount of 
which has been used, congress has 
just appropriated .$200,000,000 to be 


apportioned among the states for 


highway construction purposes, to 
be matched dollar-for-dollar by the 
respective states taking advantage 
of the federal government’s tender. 


Georgia’s share, all told, of the 
1916 appropriation, together with its 
pro rata of the new supplementary 
allotment, will be, in round num- 
bers, $7,500,000. 

Mr. Hollomon, The Constitution’s 
Washington correspondent, whose 
statement is based upon reliable, of- 
ficial information, points out that— 

If Georgia has not been able un- 
der her existing laws and functio.- 
less highway department to make 
available her quota of the original 
appropriation she will not, without 
prompt and decisive action, be able 
to avail herself - the seven end a 
half million all told that will be to 
her credit when this last bill be- 
eomes a law and which must be 
spent within three years or not at 
all. 

We never can take advantage of 
this proffered federal aid until cer- 
tain fundamental changes are made 
in our state highway statutes. 


It is patent that even if the req- 
uisite legal changes are not made 
before next summer it will be next 
to physically impossible for the 
highway machinery of the state to 
be perfected in time to begin using 
this federal-aid money on our high- 
Ways sooner than a year from now. 


In other words, with the best that 
can be done as a result of legisla- 
tive action at the regular 1919 ses- 
sion at least one year of the three 
allowed us will have been lost; and 
it is doubtful if the total of $15,000,- 
000—federal money combined with 
the requisite equal amount to be 
furnished by the state—can be wise- 
ly, economically and expeditiously, 
and to the best possible advantage, 
expended in that time on the de- 
velopment of an adequate highway 
system in Georgia! 

So Georgia is confronted with an 
emergency to the tune of seven mil- 
lien-five-hundred-thousands of dol- 
lars—a $7,500,000-emergency!

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Legislation intended to promote 
water-power development, and that 
was passed by both houses of con- 


gress months ago, is lying dead- 
locked in conference simply because 


the conferees cannot agree as to the 
details upon which concurrence is 
necessary in order to perfect it and 
make it law! 

One set of conferees is of one 
opinion; the other, of another. And 
there the matter rests, with nothing 
being done, while the industries of 
the country are suffering for the 
want of electric power, and while 
the public is suffering under the 
burden of inordinately high prices 
of coal—a burden which water- 
power development would relieve— 
and while the rivers of both great 
watersheds are thundering down 
from the mountainsides and pouring 
their millions of “white coal,” wast- 
ed, into the sea! 

“The conferees,” says Mr. Hollo- 
mon, “apparently are going to play 


hide and seek with the people, and 


let the measure die.” 

If they do, they will be assyming 
a fearful responsibility; for if their 
delay results in killing this urgent 
legislation it will be almost erlmi- 
nal! 

Our correspondent suggests that— 
business men and commercial organ- 
izations begin at once to put the 
members of congress on notice that 
they are expected to see that this 
deadlock in conference is broken. 

That, by all means, should be 
done; and there is not a day—not 
an hour—to be lost in doing it! 


“AGAINST” SENATORS! 


Senator Borah declines to break 
bread with the president and with 
the other members of the senate 
foreign relations committee to dis- 
cuss the principles of the proposed 
league of nations, for two reasons, 
which he sets forth in his letter of 
regrets: 

First, he wishes not to “accept in- 
formation (note the word), which I 
would not feel perfectly free to 
transmit to my colleagues or use in 


public debate.” 
Second, “nothing could induce me 


to support this league as outlined 
in this proposed constitution or any- 
thing like it.” 

The Idaho senator wants no in- 
formation about anything. He is 
abundantly satisfied with himself 
and he wants the world to know it. 

Poindexter, of Washington, also 
republican, could not restrain him- 
self longer, so he had his little fling. 

Vardaman, of Mississippi, like- 
wise could hold in no longer and, 
on the floor of the senate, let fly 
a dagger aimed at Wilson; and 
Reed, of Missouri, a Vardaman bed- 
fellow, with the rest of the little co- 
terie, has served notice of intention 
to disregard the president’s request 
that “debate” be suspended until he 


can give the senate and the Amer't- 


ran public the benefit of such facts 
and information as he alone, ‘be- 
cause of his intimate relationship 
to the matter, is capable of impart- 
ing. 

In the broad-gauge, statesmanlike 


language of former President Taft, 
with reference to “Borah, Poindex- 


ter and others,” “Why can’t they 
play the game? They are using all 


their ingenuity to discover impos- 


sible hypotheses against the league. 
You can destroy the constitution of 
the United States by impossible hy- 
potheses. Why can’t they play the 
game!” 

Because they do not want to play 
it! 

If they did, they would not, as Bo- 
ral: has done, by his own confession, 
have closed the shutters of their 
minds so that no more light might 
Leam in, and barred their windows 
against the possible encroachment 
of ideas and information! 

They want to “debate;” they want 
to vilify the president; they want 
to talk for the Congressional Rec- 
ord, regardless of whether or not 
they know all] that they might learn 
about the subject under attack! 

And, for that matter, the United 
States senate officially knows no 
more about the proposed peace trea- 
ty or the proposed league of nations 
than the supreme court knows in 
advance about a cause that is com- 
ing before it In the future for ad- 
judication! 

In due course, the league of na- 
tions constitution and the peace 
treaty will be laid before the sen- 
ate, in accordance with the law of 
the land, for its ratification or re- 
jection. 

Then they will be subject to de- 
liberation, to senatorial discussion 
and “debate.” 

Technically, the United States 
senate has no more right nor license 
to anticipate a matter upon which it 
will at some future date be com- 
pelled to pass officially than has a 
court the license or right—to say 
nothing of propriety—to anticipate 
a case that is to come before it for 
fair, open trial and adjudication!

Editor Constitution: The opening 
of dear old Broad street in Chatta- 
nooga is up again. In connection

Well, that is so. Years ago a 
Georgia legislature passed an act 
authorizing the governor to sell 
a part of the state’s railroad prop- 
erty up there. The next incoming 
legislature repealed that act. The 
next governor taking his seat re- 
membering the act for the sale, but 
not knowing of its repeal, advertised 
and sold the land for a small sum 
and the N., C. & St. L. Ry. became 
the purchaser and has held the land 
without disturbance ever since? Did 
rou know that Mulberry street, now 
road street, up there was once 
the property of Georgia over which 
the Western and Atlantic ran trains 
down to the wharf on the Tennes- 
see river, making connection with 
the line of boats operated by the 
Western and Atlantic? Did you 
know that somebdvody consented for 
Chattanooga to open Gilmer, now 
Tenth street, up there through the 
state’s property down into Market 
street? 

Did you know that through the 
efforts of the late Thomas Webster 
that Market street was changed and 


made crooked beginning at a line of 
the state’s property near Eleventh 
street? 

Did you know in those various 
deals that Georgia acquired the 
land on which is now located the 


Eastern hotel, opposite the Hotel 
Patten, on Eleventh sfreet? In my 
opinion, when a sovereignty be- 
comes a plebescite, willingly or Un- 
willingly, it must be governed ac- 
cordingly, therefore, Chattanooga 
and Tennessee can, in my opinion, 
condemn Georgia land situated in 
Tennessee under the law of the right 
of eminent domain. 

Now, if the people of Georgia are 
so jealous of the rights, benefets 
and emoluments of the Western and 


Atlantic railway, a road built and 
valued at fifteen millions—built

Not Satisfied With 
Government Ownership 


Editor Constitution: With the 
ending of the war, a question of 
great importance to the public has 
arisen in connection with govern- 
ment operation of railroads, tele- 
phone and telegraph lines. 

I have never been in favor of gov- 
ernment ownership or operation of 
the railroads, but previous to the 
taking over af the telephone and 


telegraph lines by the government 
{ believed that they could be suc- 
cessfully operated by the govern- 
ment in connectcion with the postal 
system. I do not believe so now. 

After a few months’ experience 
with the service rendered by these 
public utilities and the greatly in- 
creased rates that the public is hav- 
ing to pay, it is no wonder that 
there is such a clamor for them to 
be turned back to their owners at 
the earliest possible moment. 


As they are now operated, it does 
not seem to be a question of giving 
the public the best service for the 
least money, but one of satisfying 


the employees of these utilities 
with high wages and at the same 
time satisfying the ambitions of 
those who are intent on making 
the public stand for their policies. 


When it became necessary for the 
government to take over these util- 
ities, in connection with their plans 
of successfully carrying on the war, 


it was as it should be. There was 
no opposition from any quarter 
and there would be none now if it 
was necessary to do so again, but 
since the war is over and it is not 
essential that they remain in the 
hands of the government, why force 
the public to continue to pay high 
rates for poor service? 

I was in the railroad service for 
about ten years as station agent 
and at that time the average pay of 
a station agent.was about $50 per 
month. Now the average pay of 
station agents is more than three 
times that amount and where we 
used to work 12 to 15 hours per 
day, they work 8 hours now, and 
get pay for overtime. 

I am glad, indeed, that they have 
succeeded in getting a living wage 
and decent working hours, but is 
not the public entitled to as good 
service as they got under the old 
conditions? 

At this place the railroad and tel- 
egraph offices are combined 
and when the _ railroad . office 
closes at 6 o’clock the _ tel- 
egraph office is also closed and no 
telegrams are sent or received after 
6 o'clock, although the agent is al- 
lowed twice the help he was al- 
lowed before the government took 
over the railroads and he is draw- 
ing about twice as much Salary 
‘himself. Before the government 
took over the railroads and tele- 
graph lines he was allowed an hour 
overtime to come back to the office 
and keep open from 7 till 8 o’clock 
. m., but with the public paying 
higher rates and the railroads pay- 
ing out about twice as much for 
labor, the service is crippled and 
the public must suffer. 

I am proud to gay that when it 
was so popular a few years ago for 
every peanut politician that aspired 
to office to condemn the railroads 
and promise the voters that if he 
was elected that ne would stop 
them from robbing the public, that 
I did not fall for it, but was in 
favor of letting them alone, except 
to force them to give the best serv- 
ice that they,#could give for the 


rates charged.

Under the New Road Amendment Georgia Will Get Nearly 
Seven and a Half Million Federal Aid in Three Years. 
Republicans Feeling Responsibilities—Fort Benning 
to Be Retained—“Silver Threads Among the Gold.”

HOLLOMON. 


Washington, February 20.—Just 
as I predicted several weeks ago, 
the federal road fund, that is, the 
“federal aid for good roads,” will 
be enormously increased by this 
congress; for it now looks that the 
house will concur in the $209,000,- 
000 senate amendment to the road 
act. 

Senator Bankhead, who is chair- 
man of the senate postoffice and 
postroads committee, tells me he is 
convinced the conferees will gec 
together. In that event Georgia 
will have an available federal aid 
of nearly seven and a half million 
doliars, to be spent in the next three 
years— 

Provided that Georgia qualifies te 
secure the fund. 

She has not qualified for any po- 
tential benefits from her quota 
of the original seventy-five millions 
fund; and if she doesn’t get into 
shape to use the more than seven 
millions that she will have to her 
credit during 1919, 1920 and 1921, 
as a result of the pending bill, then 
she will deliberately throw away 
the one real highway building op- 
portunity of recent years. 

It makes one shudder to think of 
this vast amount of money to be 
placed to the state’s credit with- 
out the issuance of bonds, without 
interest, without obligation, alli- 
ances or entanglements—a fund 
that Georgians must pay to create, 
as parts of their government, 
whether the state makes one dol- 
lar of the credit available or not— 
and yet to view the woefully lack- 
ing highway department in Geor- 
gia, functionless, inactive, inert and 
possibly incompetent to use it. 

More than seven millions of dol- 
lars to be credited to the state of 
Georgia by the federal government 
for the construction of surfaced 
highways in the next three years! 
Think of it! Under the present 
amendment more than two million 
dollars of this will be available on 
the first of July, 1919, just a few 


weeks off. 
* . * 2 


What States Get 
By the Amendment. 

The federal aid road act, result- 
ing in great degree from the com- 
bined efforts of the American Asso- 
ciation of State Highway Officials 
and the American Automobile asso- 
ciation, became a law July 11, 1916, 
and carried an appropriation. of 
$75,000,000, which required a like 
amount from the several states, the 
joint money to be spent in five 
years on roads which formed parts 
of state systems. 

The sum of $10,000,000 was also 
voted for roads in federal forest 
reserves, to be used in a ten-year 
period. In the senate amendment 
there was included $9,000,000 more 
for forest reserve roads, $3,000,000 a 
year for the next three years. These 
roads are entirely federal built, 
without any supplemental money 
from the states which contain for- 
est reserves. 

What the southeastern states will 
receive from the original bill and 
its amendment in the next three 
years is given in the following 
table prepared by the United States 
bureau of roads: 

Georgia, for fiscal year 1919, 
$2,152,942.64; for the fiscal year 
1920, $2,557,485.02; for the fiscal 
year 1921, $2,692,089.50—a grand to- 
tal of $7,402,517.16. 

Florida, $912,449.89 in 1919; $1,090,- 


214.68 in 1920; $1,147,594.40 in 1921, |. 


a total of $3,150,258.97. 

Alabama gets a total of $5,772,- 
197.28 in the three years. 

South Carolina gets a total of 
$3,945,192.55 in the three years. 

Georgia will have available, un- 
der the amendment, more than 
Florida and South Carolina com- 
bined, and nearly two million dol- 
lars more than Alabama. 

In the light of these figures; and 
staring this one big opportunity in 
the face, is there any legislation 
more important to Georgia today 
than laws so reorganizing the high- 
way department as to make possible 
the full benefits of this enormous 
federal fund for the building of 
Georgia highways? Hardly!

Great Burdens; — 
Big Responsibilities . 

‘TIneasy lies the head that wears 
the crown’— ; 

The republicans are already be- 
ginning to feel a quiver of nerv- 
ousness at the enormous responsi- 
bilities that will be placed upon 
them in assuming control of both 
branches of congress after March 
4th. The white dove of peace is 
hanging over the great dome of the 
capitol], and yet the republicans will 
pick up the legislative reins at a 
time when the load is heavy and 
the road is rugged. It is estimated 
that the expense of running this 
government today, in a condition of 
peace, is double what it was when a 
republican speaker last wielded the 
gavel, Interest in the war debt, 
and a sinking fund to retire that 
debt, are just two items that are 
staggering in their magnitude. Ev- 
ery department of the government 
has expanded in its functions, and 
in the cost of upkeep. The depart- 
ments are eontinually clamoring 
even now for greater appropriations, 
and for more equipment, or men, or 
wider activity. I remember when 
the first billion dollar congress cre- 
ated almost a political scandal. It 
took the breath of people. Today 
the heads of departments ask for a 
billion dollars with that calmness 
and satisfied complacency that «4 
school boy asks his daddy for a 
nickel. If a department bill does 
not go into the billion dollar class 
it is a piker measure, perhaps too 
insignificant to fool with. 

This money-——-the money to meet 
these enormous demands of govern- 
ment—must be raised by the new 
crew. Not only will the republi- 
cans be responsible for the raising 
of more money in peace times than 
they used to know could be raised, 
but the responsibility of disbursing 
is also theirs.

Fort Benning 
To Be Reta‘ned. 

Despite the adverse report of the 
senate committee on military af- 
fairs—at which, by the way, there 
was a bare quorum of the commit- 


tee present, and a close vote in the 
quorum—it is reasonably assured 
that Fort Benning, near Columbus, 
Ga., will be retained as a school for 
small arms training. Several of the 
Columbus delegation who are as- 
sisting Congressman Wright in the 
fight being made for its retention, 
have returned to their homes, satis- 
fied that the situation is entirely 
encouraging. 

The war department is thoroughly 
committed to the project, and the 
officials do not hesitate to say if 
Benning is abandoned the school 
must be established at some other 
point, and that at no point in this 
country are the advantages so great 
as at Columbus. 

The building of this permanent 
arms school at Benning will not be 
on as large a scale as originally 
contemplated. There have been 
modifications agreed upon both as 
to acreage required in the reserva- 
tion, and the buildings and other 
permanent improvements. But, as 
finally decided upon, Fort Benning 
will be an enormous institution, and 
will be the West Point of the 


lower south. 
. - * * 2 


Talking about Fort Benning re- 
minds me to say that no definite 
plan has been decided upon regard- 
ing the various national army can- 
tonments. At Camp Zachary Tay- 
lor, near Louisville, for instance, a 
field artillery training schoo] has 
been established, and some sixteen 
thousand young men are there tak- 
ing the course. 

While the plans for Camp Gordon 
have not yet been worked out, it is 
not at all probable that the camp 
will be salvaged at an early date; 
and a permanent military training 
school of some capacity may con- 
tinue there for an indefinite period 
after the soldiers are demobilized. 
Certain it is the great base hospital 
at Camp Gordon, which is recog- 
nized to be one of the best equipped 
in America, will be utilized for con- 
valescents, reconstruction work, 


etc., for a long time to come.

Silver Outranks 
Gold in Army. 


There is much to be said in favor |

The first lieutenant wears a 
silver bar; the second lieutenant a 
gold bar. - But neither silver nor 
gold were designated as a color to 
outrank the other in this case. If 
there had to be distinguishing chev- 
rons to be worn by those who had 
had overseas service and those who 
had not, then two different colors 
probably was the outcome of the 
first thought, without measuring 
the humiliation to a soldier by hav- 
ing someone joke him about the 
“white feathers.” In my judgment 
both should have had the same 
color with a distinguishing mark by 
the difference in the number of the 
bars, or the way turned, or some- 
thing of that kind. The men who 
have been in these camps training 
for service, and waiting and hoping 
and praying for the call to go over, 
are no less patriotic, no less sol- 
diers, no less heroes, at heart, than 
those who were fortunate enough to 
get across. They were not the mas- 
ter of their movements; and noth- 
ing shouwld be done to humiliate 
them because they were not fortu- 
nate enough to be added to the 
expeditionary forces, 

Talking about the chevrons— 

The best thing would be to do 
away with all of them, except those 
that denote rank. It is useless, 
senseless, and in many instances 
humiliating.

In a statement given out Wednes- 
day by W. R. Neel, state highway 
engineer of Georgia, urging Gover- 
nor Dorsey to call an extra session 
to enact highway legislation, statis- 
tics are presented to show that the 
state of Georgia is losing $23,500 


per month in the form of interest 
on its share of the federal highway 
fund. 

Mr. Neel has just received from 
the district engineer of the United 
States bureau of public roads a tab- 
ulation of the amounts to be given 
each state in case of the passage 
of a bill now awaiting passage in 
congress, 


Neel’s Statement, 


The statement from Mr. Neel fol- 
lows: 

“I have just received the following offi- 
clal communication from the district en- 
gineer of the United States bureau of public 


roads: 

"Mr, W. R. Neel, State Highway En- 
gineer, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I am in- 
closing herewith for your information a 
tabulation of the moneys that will be allot- 
ted to each state in the event of the pas- 
sage of the bill now up in congress making 
additional appropriations for highway work. 
The bill has recently passed the senate and 
provides for $50,000,000 for the fiscal year 
$75,000,000 for the fiscal year 1920 


and $75,000,000 for the fiscal year 1921, 


and as it seems probable that this bill will 
become a law, it would be well for you to 
be making preparations for handling the in- 
creased amount shonld this bill become a 
law. I shall be glad to discuss with you 
in detail any plana which you may have 
for the future looking forward to the use 
of this additional sum if it becomes avyail- 
able. Yours very truly, 
(Signed) “ys. T. BULLEN, 
** ‘District Engineer.’ 
Sums Available. 


“The tabulation, which the district en- 
gineer refers to shows that immediately 
upon the enactment of the law there will 
be available for the use of the state of 
Georgia the amount of $2,152,942.64 and on 
July 1, 1919, or this summer, an additional 
sum of $2,557,485.02, making a total 
amount of $4,710,427.66 available for the 
coming working season, to say nothing of 
$2,692,089.50 available July 1, 1920. 

“To comply with the act of congress in 
appropriating this money an equal amount 
must be put up by the state; in fact, be- 
fore Georgia can recefve one dollar of fed- 
eral aid, she must spend two, as the prac- 
tical workings of the act mean that the 
state mus: first spend her dollar before re- 
ceiving half of it back. In other words, 
the state must finance the entire under- 
taking and then be reimbursed up to one- 
half of the cost. To receive the $4,710,- 
427.66 from the federal government, our 
state must finance the construction of 
$9,420,855.32 of highways. 

Interest on Fund. 


‘The interest on the federal funds com- 
puted at 6 per cent amounts to the very 
respectable sum of $282,625.66 a year, or 
$23,552.14 every month. Would a sane 
business man allow his capital to Me idle 
without earning a cent of interest Can our 
state allow $4,710,427.66 to remain in the 
United States treasury without producing a 
cent of interest, when we so badly need 
the roads for which the money was appro- 
priated, . 

“I figure that an extra session would 
bring us nine months nearer the spending 
of this federal money; certainly five months 
nearer, which is the time before the regu- 
lar session that the special session might 
be called. 

““An extra session must be called only 
for an emergency. Congress has considered 
it of sufficient emergency to pass this large 
appropriation at this time to furnish em- 
ployment to the returning soldiers and un- 
employed war-workers. Should we not make 
provisions for spending this money this year 
and thereby carry out the spirit of the act 
of congress In appropriating it? 

“The engineering preparation necessary 
to spending nearly ten million dollars is 
enormous and must be done before actually 
building the roads. Certainly an extra ses- 


sion could expedite this preliminary work. 


as well as get all of the other necessary 
machinery in shape to promptly and intel- 
ligently handle this great work. 

‘Ten million dollars properly spent on 
main highways this year will mean one 
hundred million dollars of real value to 
Georgia.’’

Health Talks---By William Brady, M.D, 


TEETH AND THE BABY-ELECT. 
That old adage, “For every child 
a tooth,” is as superstitious, cruel 


and preposterous as most of the | 


other beliefs and teachings of ig- 
norant old women. 

The expectant mother owes it as 
a prime duty to herself and her 
child to have her teeth properly 
eared for, to have any necessary 
dental work done, no matter what 
operative procedure that may entail, 
early in pregnancy, and to visit her 
dentist repeatedly throughout the 
waiting period, for the purpose of 
keeping the teeth in sound condi- 
tion, 

There are still too many dentists 
who pretend that it is not worth 
while to fill or otherwise treat the 
baby teeth. You can detect an un- 
educated, unskilful or unreliable 
dentist instantly by his stand on 
this one vital matter. If he would 
postpone treatment of the tempo- 
rary or milk teeth “because the 
child won't have them long any- 
way,” it is far better to have noth- 
ing to do with him, for no compe- 
tent dentist nowadays harbors any 
such antiquated notion. 

Another cruel and utterly absurd 
superstition of the ignorant is that 
any dental work done for the moth- 
er in the expectant period is likely 
to have some pernicious prenatal 
influence on the child. The truth is 
that .postponement or neglect of 
dental work needed by the mother 
is the only thing that is likely to 
have any pernicious influence on 
the child. 

There is no danger whatever in 
necessary extraction of teeth at any 
time in the course of pregnancy. 
There is danger in attempting to 
postpone a necessary extraction. 

There is no sense in administer- 
ing lime salts, phosphates or other 
chemical substances purporting to 
be peed to “nourish the teeth”’—not 
while the patient is able to take 
food. These mineral elements are 
supplied in ample quantities, and in 
the most assimilable form, in most 
ordinary foods.

table and flesh foods in the diet. If 
at least a pint of fresh, raw milk 
is taken daily, pellagra will prob- 
ably not occur, Other foods espe- 
cially valuable in preventing and 
curing pellagra are greens, fresh 
fruits of all kinds, butter, fresh 
beef and fresh mutton, and eggs. 
Apply to the wrists two or three 
times a day a few drops of the fol- 
lowing mixture: 
Salicylic acid 
Powdered tragacanth 
Glycerin 
Water Pp 
Mix and boil slowly till all dise« 
sdived, then add water to make up 
for evaporation.

tion, which is composed of 8,000 or 
10,000 women. While no financial 
burdens will be undertaken by the 
clubs they are in a position to sup- 
port a general distributor who wil) 
furnish pure milk at a reasonable 
price. 
Must Have Cheaper Milk. 

The women of Atlanta are not en- 
gaged, Mrs. Wilson says, in an ef- 
.fort to cut out the milk dealer or 


-* block fair profits on his part, but 


they do intend to provide some 
means for cheaper milk for the city. 
They may sponsor some organiza- 
tion which will enable them to do 
this temporarily until prices are ad- 
justed. 

-A talk will be made to the 111 
presidents who are members of the 
board by Mayor James L. Key, who 
has made the suggestion that the 
club women take over the city dairy 
and farm and see that it is operated 
by an expert manager. A price of 
approximately $25,000 has been set 
on the dairy and equipment.

The women 
will not be satisfied with anything 
less than a drastic reduction, and 
they feel that 60 cents a gallon, 
rice now being charged in 
New York, should be sufficient for 
milk in Atlanta. 
™ . It seemed likely Wednesday that 
others organizations would fall in 
line with the Atlanta Federation if 
the club women are able to offer a 
scheme which will bring an_im- 
provement in the situation. With 
the vast number of women who are 
touched by the federation, behind 
a movement for pure milk at a rea- 
sonable price, and with such or- 
ganizations as the chamber of com- 
merce, the Rotary club, the Kiwanis 
club, the Ad Men’s clubs and others 
‘also backing the project, there is 
but little doubt but that Atlanta 
would soon be on a footing with 
other cities as far as the cost of 
milk goes. 

The suggestion will be made at 
the meeting that department stores 
be urged to handle milk, which cus- 
tomers may call, thus saving the 
cost of aelivery. Some housewives 
who come downtown to do their 
shopping every day would find this 
satisfactory, it is claimed.

BRITAIN TO RETAIN 
FRUITS OF VICTORY 


Centinued from First Page 


places would be kept open for 
them. 

“We have introduced a new 
scheme,” he continued, “for ths or- 
ganization of the army appropriate 
to the immediate situation under 
which we propose to retain about 
nine hundred thousand men for the 
defense of the British and allied in- 
terests during 1919. 

“We are letting go three out of 
every four serving with the colors 
on November 11 last year, when the 
fighting stopped, and we are paying 
the fourth man double to finish up 
the job. All information received 
goes to show that the soldiers re- 
gard this treatment of the problem 
as essentiaiiy fair. 

“We are engaged at the present 
time in forming a voluntary army 
to garrison tie British empir>, 
recreating the old army which 
served us so well through all the 
years of peace and was not found 
wanting when the hour of battle 
came. But at least a year will be 
required to form this voluntary 
army. At the present time we are 
obtaining recruits and volunteers, 
some with two or three years’ serv- 
ice, at the rate of more than a 
thousand a day, and the rate is ris- 
ing. 

“If we disperse completely the 
present compulsory army before we 
get a voluntary army, we should 
not only lose the fruits of the war, 
but lose the British cmpire we had 
before the war. We should not only 
be unable to discharge our responsi- 
bilities in Palestine and Mesopota- 
mia and with regard to Turkey, but 
India, Egypt, Gibraltar, Malta and 
all our great fortresses would be 
left totally undefended. 


To Hold Fruits of Victory. 

“The British people has never 
failed to do what was necessary to 
safeguard the vital interests of the 
state. Let them beware who would 
trv to rob us of the fruits of vic- 
tory, whether they are Germans or 
Turkish enemies abroad or bad citi- 
zens at home. 

“There is another reason why we 
require to maintain a large force 
in the present year. We have had a 
war with Germany; we have spent 
a great deal of money and have lost 
a great many of our best men in 
winning the war and w> are going to 
make sure that we do not have to 
fight-that war with Germany over 
again. 

“We are going to take measures 
which will make it physically im- 
possible for Germany to begin a 
war of revenge, at any rate during 
our lifetime. We are going to ask 
Germany to agree to those meas- 
ures and help us carry them out. 
And after she has agreed we are 
going to stand by and see that she 
does carry them out, not only in the 
letter, but in the spirit. 

“There is another reason why we 
require to maintain an army in 
Germany for some time longer. We 
are going to make Germany pay 
what is rightful and possible in 
reparation of the damage she has 
done.

Raising Large Forces, 

“We are raising volunteers by 
every means in our power, as 
quickly as we can, but the first 
use we shall make of these volun- 
teers is to relieve the men maintain- 


ed in India and other far-distant 
stations at present by compulsion, 
and let them come home. We can- 
not hold out any expectation of 
creating and maintaining an army 
on the Rhine on any other basis in 
the present year than on the com- 
pulsory basis. 

“We are not keeping large forces 
to fight in Russia; we have no in- 
tention of sending large British 
armies to fight in Russia. If Russia 
is to be saved, she must be saved 
by Russia. It must be by Russian 
manhood, Russian courage, Russian 
virtue that the rescue and regener- 
ation of this once Br omy 4 nation, 
this famous branch of the European 
family, can alone be achieved. 

“The aid which we can give to 
those Russian armies who wre 
called into the field originally dur- 
ing the German war, to some extent 
by their own inspiration, and who 
are now engaged in fighting 
against the foul baboonery of Bol- 
shevism, can be given by arms, 
munitions, equipment and technical 
services raised upon a voluntary 
basis. But Russia must be saved 
by Russian exertion, and it must be 
from the heart of the Russian peo- 
ple and with strong arm that the 
conflict against Bolshevism in Rus- 
sia must be mainly waged. 

“Therefore, it is an untruthful, 
malicious statement to say that it 
is necessary for us to prolong the 
action of the military services be-

CLEMENCEAU TO LIVE

sity of Paris, were hastily sum- 
moned and had a hurried consulta- 
tion. They decided upon an X-ray 
examination. One of the surgeons 
said that perhaps it would not be 
necessary to remove the bullet, as 
no bones were shattered and no im- 
portant blood vessel had _ been 
touched, although the wound was 
quite deep and bled profusely. 

Upon emerging from his car, M. 
Clemenceau passed his wounded 
hand over his face, leaving the face 
smeared with blood, and this was 
the reason for the first report that 
he had been wounded in the head. 

Clemenécean Quite Cheerful. 

Marshal Foch arrived about 10 
o’clock and later was joined by Mar- 
shal Petain. They remained for a 
considerable period. 

Premier Clemenceau was quite 
cheerful, in spite of occasional fits 
of coughing. He declared to mem- 
bers of his household that he 
thought he knew his assailant. He 
had seen him last evening when 
entering his home, but the man had 
slunk away. 
~™ Henry Moulin, a barber’s assistant, 
who was the first to seize the as- 
sassin, described his experience in 
a somewhat flustered manner: 

“1 kept running after the mur- 
derer,” he said, “but as I ran I was 
greatly puzzled what to do with 
him once I reached him. But when 
l saw him fling his revolver away 
it gave me courage, and I ran 
faster, closing in on him, and I took 
one good swipe at him and a couple 
of kicks before a detective arrived.” 

Moulin is a strong youth of about 
16. He seemed to feel very proud 
as he posed for photographers, and 
blushed as girls cheered and kissed 
him for his bravery. 

Policeman Goursat, who 
wounded in the right eye, said: 

‘The bullet which struck me went 
through the limousine, as I was di- 
rectly in line with the assassin, who 
was rushing towards the premier’s 
car.

Cried, “This Is Russian.” 

‘This man surely was not a 
Frenchman; his whole appearance 
is much like the nihilists who are 
familiar on the left bank of the 
Seine.” 

Huge crowds gathered around the 
premier’s house and kept repeating, 
“This is a Russian.” Despite the 
fact that they were informed that 
the premier’s assailant was French, 
they refused to believe it. 

At pclice headquarters the Asso- 
ciated Press was informed that 
Cottin has a record there, with 
Gertillon measurements. He was 
regarded as a mild sort of anar- 
chist. The authorities did not be- 
lieve he would be reckless enough 
to attempt such a terrible act. 

Cottin lived at Montrouge, a sub- 
urb of Paris, in a small hotel which 
has long been under police super- 
vision, as it is frequented by anar- 
chists. These persons, however, are 
more notorious for spreading litera- 
ture and making speeches fhan for 


acts of violence.

Lansing Calls. 


Secretary Lansing called at the 
Clemenceau home to convey the 
Sympathy of the American commis- 
sion and the American people. After 
his visit he said that in order to 
allay the very natural apprehension 
that might be created as to the ef- 
fect of the attack upon the Frehch 
premier on the work of the peace 
conference, it was his opinion and 
that of others with whom he had 
conferred that the conference’ work 
had been so well organized by M. 
Clemenceau and had progressed to 
such an advanced stage that most 
of it now was in committee and 
would continue virtually without in- 
terruption. 

Foreign Minister Pichon visited 
the premier, remaining with him for 
half an hour. This was about 5 
o’clock in the afternoon, and M. 
Pichon reported the premier as 
doing well.” He added that after 
the first shot, M. Clemenceau said: 
He has missed me.” Not thinking 
that other shots would follow. 

The British prime minister, Mr. 
Lloyd-George, has sent a message to 
M. Clemenceau, saying: ; 

“I am horrified at the dastardly 
attempt on your life, but felicitate 
you, France, and all, on your escape 
from serious injury. I am looking 
forward to seeing you at the peace 
conference in a few days.” 

According to the first examina- 
tion, the premier’s assailant, Emile 
Cottin, generally called “Milou,” was 
born at Creil (32 miles north of Par- 
is) in 1896. He is Frerfch. He has 
done no military service, having 
been excused owing to the state of 
his health. He lived with his family 
at Compeigne until they removed to 
Paris, where he worked as a car- 
penter., 

Cottin declares himself to be a 
“solitary and scientific anarchist.” 
Cottin Describes Attack. 
Describing his attack on the pre- 

mier, Emile Cottin said: 

“When I reached Clemenceau’s 
house I saw it was guarded, and 23 
decided to make an attempt further 
on, at the corner of the Rue Frank- 
lin and the Boulevard Delessert. 
There I hid, awaiting the automo- 
bile. When I saw the car I ad- 
vanced and fired sideways, the first 
bullet piercing two windows. Then 
as the car continued to advance, -] 
ran after it and continued firing 
until my revolver was exhausted. 
Most of the bullets hit the car. It 
seems to me that it was the last, or 
last but one, which hit the premier. 

“About seven months ago 
thought of killing Clemenceau as 
the greatest enemy of humanity. 
I determined to carry out this pro- 
ject a few days ago, and for this 
purpose went to the Rue Franklin 
to see how I could attack the pre- 
mier with the least possible risk. 
I had taken care to find out his 
habits and identify his house, which 
seemed very simple for such a per- 
sonality and very ugly.” 

Cottin boasts of having read 

many works on social science and 
ew sole responsibility for his 
act. 
“I wished the man who was pre- 
paring for another war to disap- 
pear,” he said. “I am an integral 
anarchist, a friend of men, not ex- 
cepting the Germans, and a friend 
of humanity and fraternity.” 

A police official told the Associ- 
ated Press that Cottin had informe@ 
him that he had gotten his first 
good look at M. Clemenceau at a 
reception in honor of the king of 
Italv.

Seven Shots Were Fired. 

The shooting took place at 8:55 
o’c.ock this morning as the premier 
was leaving his house in e Rue 
Franklin to go to the war office. 

As the first shot struck the au- 
tomobile Premier Clemenceau leaned 
forward and began to open the door. 
It was in this clearly visible posi- 
tion that Cottin fired the shots 
which took effect. The premier con- 
tinued his movement to open the 
door, which he did with his wound- 
ed arm. The chauffeur, although 
slightly wounded, stopped the ma- 
chine and the premier stepped to 
the roadway. The police agents al- 
ready were struggling with the pre- 
mier’s assailant. 


Net Serious, Said Premier. 


After getting out of the automo- 
bile in which he was riding when 
shot, the premier, without a glance 
in the direction of Cottin, started 
to walk toward the front door of 
his home. Before he reached the 
door a number of persons came 
running up to assist him. 

“It is not serious this time.” said 
=. gamed in reply to a sympa- 
thetic inquiry. 

peel mes on the shoulder of one of 
the domestics of his household. the 
premier walked up one flight of 
stairs to his bedroom. M. Clemen- 
ceau sat down on the big armchair 
and began to foke with the serv- 
ants. who were in tears, saying to 
them: sd 

“Ce N’est rien (It is nothing). 

Marshal Foch arrived at the pre- 
mier’s residence about 10 o’clock 
and took a seat in an adjoining 
room to await developments. The 
marshal had a few words with the 
premier and reported M. Clemen- 
ceau as saving: 

“T have dodged bigger ones than 
that at the front.” 

Second Man Arrested. 

A second arrest in connection 
with the shooting of Premier Clem- 
enceau was made by the police. The 
prisoner, named Dreyfus, protested 
his innocence and said he had been 
merely a spectator of the shooting. 
He resides in the sixteenth ward not 
far from the premier’s home. 

One of the witnesses of the shoot- 
ing, Henry Moulin, a barber's assist- 
ant, told the Associated Press repre- 
sentative that when he heard the 
first shot fired he believed it was 
the Americans firing in the air, “as 
they are in the habit of doing,” he 
said. Moulin rushed out of his shop 
when he saw what was happening, 
however, crying ‘“‘they have assas- 
sinated Clemenceau.” He closed with

+ Reports of Sheoting Vary. 

First reports of the incidents of 
the shooting were contradictory as 
to some particulars, especially to 
whether the premier was inside or 
outside his automobile when the 
shots were fired. It seems to have 
been established, however, that M. 
Clemenceau was already in his auto- 
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man standing on the sidewalk j 
ed toward the door of the au! 

bile and fired several shots. One of 
the bullets penetrated the interior 
of the car and struck the premier in 
the right shoulder. The premier had 
tried to open the door of the car 
when the first shot was fired, al- 
though the automobile was under 
considerable headway at the time, 
and it was while he was thus en- 
gaged that the bullet hit him. His 
chauffeur, Brabant, also was slight- 
ly wounded. Thus three of the bul- 
lets, it appears, took effect, one upon 
the premier, another upon the chauf- 
feur and the third upon Policeman 
Goursat, who was one of the police 
agents who guard the premier. 

It was in the struggle with the 
man after he had shot into the au- 
tomobile that the police officer was 
injured.

he came into the office later and 
askeq me if I was the man he had 
talked to over the ‘phone. 

“When he told me that J was sup- 
posed to sit on the bo and tell 
what time it was, I tried to ex- 
plain to him that I had been polite 
in my reply to him,” said the wit- 
ness, “but he cut me short with 
the insulting allegation that I had 
told a ‘d—n lie.’” Upon examina- 
tion the witness said that Pressly 
was a man of more than six feet 


high. 

Piuker stated that the difficulty 
that he had had with Chief Pressly 
had been later settled in the office 
of Chief Cody after Pressly had 
repented of his alleged violent lan- 
guage and had apologized to the 
witness. 

The witness stated that he was 
on duty when the big fire of 1917 
broke out in Atlanta, and that he 
sent out the wagons and trucks on 
that day. He explained about the 
fires breaking out in the various 
sections of the city, in West End, 
the Candler warehouse and other 
places, and when asked if there 
were any hose wagons left in the 
city when the big fire broke loose, 
answered, “No,” 

“Do you know Cody’s voice at the 
*‘phone?” was asked. 

“Yes.” 

“Was he at West End fire?” 

re 

“Did he call for help?” 

Called for Pumpers. 
' “Yes, he calleqd to me: for two 
pumpers, and [I sent them out to 
him with the third wagon. He call- 
ed for more help, and I tried to 
send it to him,” answered the wit- 
ness. 

“When did you have your last 
conversation with the chief?’ ask- 
ed Attorney Hutcheson. 

“Just a few moments agd,” was 
the answer, “when he gave me in- 
structions as to keeping men on the 
job in the department, while others 
came up here.” 

“Didn’t you also hold a conver- 
sation with the chief last Sunday, 
when he wanted to get up records 
of the day of the big fire? Didn't 
the chief deny that he called for 
help that day?” 

“Yes,” was the answer of Fluker. 

“Have you heard any complaints 
at any of the engine houses against 
Cody as chief of the fire depart- 
ment?’ 

“No.” 

“Have you ever heard Chief Cody 
curse?” 

“Yes, most men do that,” was the 
reply, as the audience laughed. 

Differences Settled. 

On cross-examination by Aldine 
Chambers, attorney for Chief W. B. 
Cody, the witness admitted that the 
differences betwen himself and 
Pressly had been settled. “You 
‘got the department record book last 
Sunday and brought it to my of- 
fice, didn’t you?” asked Mr. Cham- 
bers. 

“Yes,” replied the witness. 

“We checked it up with the in- 
surance report?” 


“How did it compare?” 

“There was only a small varia- 
tion as to time.” 

“You thought that the call that 
came in from West End was from 
Cody?’ 

“Yes, I think I know his, voice.” 

“He just called for mordg help?” 

“Ves,.’’ 

“Didn’t you tell whoever called 
for help that Pressly had also'ask- 
ed for additional help at Candler 
warehouse?” 

“Yes, I told the chief that.” 

“Who made the reports that we 
were looking at Sunday?” 

“I think Mr. Cummings 
them.” 


Basis of Settlement, 


Here Hutcheson asked what the 
basis was for the settlement that 
had been made of the differences be- 
tween himself and Chief Pressly, 
but an objection to answering the 
question by Aldine Chambers caus- 
ed Chairman Seawright to rule that 
the witness could answer, and Fluk- 
er said that Pressly had come into 
mthe office and said that he had done 
wrong to talk to him as he did. 
“Chief Cody gave Pressly orders,” 
said the witness, “‘to stay out of the 
Bignal office, and to come to the 
chief officers in the future with 
complaints against the signal men.”’ 

Here Councilman W. D. Hoffman 
asked for particulars with reference 
to how the alarms were given to 
the department on the day of the 
big fire, which was explained in 
detail by the witness. It was de- 
veloped that the records of the 
department on that day were large- 
ly confused by the number of calls 
and the number of wires destroyed. 

“Didn’t Pressly declare to you 
that he had not used the words you 
thought he had used in addressing 
you?” ° 

“Yes, sir,” was the answer. 

Alderman McClelland—“Was the 
mess up of the alarm system before 
or after the big fire?” 

H. B. Cummings, son of ex-Chief 
W. B. Cummings, has been with the 
department eleven years. He heard 
Fluker’s testimony, and corroborated 
it. He said he had heard Cody curse 
and abuse men occasionally, and 
that he referred to Straub as a d—d 
pro-German. 

“Have you heard many of the men 
complain against the treatment giv- 
en them by Chief Cody?” asked 
Hutcheson. But Cummings declined 
to answer. Hutcheson appealed to 
the chair, notwithstanding that it 
was his own witness, asking that he 
be forced to make reply. The chair- 
man refused to resort to coercion, 
however, stating he had no author- 
ity to make the witness reply. 


Witness Does Not Answer. 


Hutcheson: “Are the men afraid 
they will be dealt with if they talk?” 

Chambers objected to this ques- 
tion, and the witness did not answer. 

Cummings denied that he Rad been 
active in the agitation against Cody. 
He said that he had talked with his 
father and with Captain Terrell, but 
that he had attended no conferences 
against Cody. 

“You were rather lively on Christ- 
mas eve, were you not?” asked 
Chambers, and the witness replied 
that such was the case. “You drink 
some yourself, don't you?” asked the 
attorney. 

“Yes, oir,” 

“You cuss some too, don’t you?” 
asked Mr. Chambers, and the wit- 
nens admitted che soft impeachment 
but denied that he had cursed and 
caused a disturbance upon a street 
car.

Mr. Chambers asked the witness 

if he Wad been called to the office 
of the fief on a charge of drink- 
ing or being asleep. 
e witness explained this matter 
at length, despite the objection of 
Attorney Hutcheson, who said that 
the witness was not on trial. 

“Tl wanted to go before the board 
of firemasters,” the witness said, 
“but Cody sent for me and told me 
to leave the er to him—not to 
go before the board. I protested 
that I did not want the lies to go 
undenied, and said that I knew some 
one was after my job.” Here he 
said Cody made a reply which is 
unprintable. 


Says Liar Was Promoted. 


“A little later,” said the witness, 
“one of the men who had circu- 
lated the lies on me was promoted, 
and nearly everybody in the depart- 
ment = speaking to him.” 

W. T. M. Garner, of No. 15, who 
has served eight years in the de- 
partment, and who has been with 
11 and 15, said he did not sign a 
petition within the last two weeks. 
The nature of the petition was not 
stated. 

“Why?” was asked of him. 

“T never saw it,” he replied, “and 
if I had I could not have signed 
it because it said Chief Cody was 
not harsh with his men.” 

It was asked that this be ruled out 
because of being hearsay testimony, 
the witness having admitted he had 
not seen the petition. 

“Is Chief Cody harsh with the 
men?’ anked Hutcheson. 


Says Cody is Harsh. 


“IT would say that he is,—not to 
all, but to some of them,” replied 
the witness, and he related an in- 
stance in which he declared Chief 
Cody had addressed him harshly at 
one time, saying, “You can’t do any- 
thing carrying your hook around in 
your hand.” 

Witness admitted that he had 
been suspended by the chief, and 
that he said it was for calling an- 
other man a d—d liar. He said the 
chief suspended him twice. 

“Tt did not call him a liar,” the 
witness said. He said he had been 
transferred to No, 1l. 

The witness was asked if he knew 
of other instances where men had 
called others liars and had not been 
transferred or suspended, and he re- 
plied in the affirmative. 

*Garner told of trouble he said had 
been caused him by a man named 
Driscoll, who told stories about his 
being away from the engine house 
on account of a woman. He said, 
however, that Dsicoll afterwards 
apologized to him for having made 
trouble for him. 

The witness was asked if Dris- 
coll was not one of the chief's po- 
litical allies, and replied that he 
was understood to be a good friend 
of the chief. 

He claimed that Lieutenant Finch- 
er came to engine house No, 41 with 
Driscoll, and said that these two 
men cattsed trouble at the engine 
house, but that he had heard it said 
that Cody made the statement that 
he would fire every man in the de- 
partment before he would transfer 
these two men. 

Chambers asked the witness if he 
was like Cummings—kKnew every- 
thing that happened in the depart- 
ment, and the witness réplied that 
he was not, nor did he claim that 
the men .came to him with every- 
thing. 

The witness was pressed for the 
names of those who had told him of 
the alleged remark of Cody to the 
effect that he would fire every man 
in the department before he would 
remove Driscoll and. Fincher, but 
the witness named only Captain John 
Terrell, saying it was difficult for 
him to remember other names. 

The witness was asked about be- 
ing away from the engine house 
when a fire alarm came in, and ex- 
plained that he was at a drug store 
mailing a letter for a lady next 
door. 

He was asked if he knew whether 
oy not Fred Straub had been under 
surveillance by the-gfavernment, but 
was not permitted to answer. 

He did state, however, that Straub 
said that Cody did not treat him 
right to call him a white-headed —. 
Witness had heard nothing from 
Straub that smacked of disloyalty. 


Tells of Being Crippled. 


W. P. Evans, of No. 15, testified 
that he went into the department in 
1913, and that Chief Cody gave him 
a transfer because the work would 
be lighter at No. 11 than at his 
first place. He told of being crip- 
pled while in the service and going 
to the hospital, and said that Cody 
had visited him in the hospital, 
telling him that “they had crippled 
him up, but that they had to take 
care of him.” He did not believe the 
chief had dealt fairly with him. He 
said Cody charged him with “poli- 
ticking,” and stated to him that he 
would fire him if he did not cut 
it out. 

“T went to the chief about reports 
connecting my name with certain 
women and he said that I couldn’t 
tell him anything, that there must 
be something to it, and I told him 
that when Driscoll made such 
charges that he was a d— liar. Chief 
Cody then transferred me to 165, 
and one day later Driscoll apologized 
to me for what he had told about 
me.”’ 

Mr. Chambers, in cross-examining 
Evans, asked if Chief Cody had not 
done him a kindness, and the wit- 
ness replied that Cody had twice 
advanced him money, in the amount 
of $50 each time. and that the money 
was still unpaid. 

He also said that while he was in 
the hospital he did not lose a day’s 
pay. 

Evans declared he was sorry this 
matter had come up and that he did 
not wish to testify against the chief. 

At 6:45 the committee adjourned 
to reconvene this afternoon at 2 
o’clock. 


CABLE CENSORSHIP 
VANISHING IN SPOTS 


Washington, February 19.—The 
navy department announced today 
that effective February 20, the re- 
strictions imposed by the “regula- 
tions of United States cable censor- 
ship” would no longer be enforced 
on normally routed cablegrams 
which both originate and terminate 
in the United States. Alaska, Porto 
Rico, Virgin Island, Hawlian Island, 
Philippine Islands. or any other is- 
land possessions of the United States 
in the Pacific.

It is based on the idea that 
the reluctance of the entente pow-

recourse tp a volunteer army. It is 
vheld that no difficulty would be 
“encountered in raising almost any 
desired number of soldiers for a 
Russian campaign among the mil- 
lions of men now being discharged 
‘from the armies of the entente and 
America. 
* There is some doubt in the minds 
of several members of the council,

interjected comment on questions 
involved in the league. Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, democrat, spoke 
in criticism of the proposal and also 
vigorously denounced delay in de- 
mobilizing American troops. Sena- 
tor Shafroth, of Coiorado, democrat, 
in defending the war department, 
after Mr, Reed’s attack,! spoke 
briefly in support of the league 
charter, declaring it would stop 
nine-tenths of future wars. 

During the day Senator Borah, of 
Idaho, republican member of the 
foreign relations committee, who 
yesterday announced his refusal to 
attend the white house conference, 
made public a letter he had written 
former President Taft, a leading 
supporter of the league plan, ask- 
ing Mr. Taft whether he would 
support an amendment to the ten- 
tative constitution to provide 
specifically for maintenance of the 
Monroe doctrine. 

Resumption of Attack Today. 

Resumption of attack on the 
league tomorrow in the senate is in 
prospect, Senator Borah is ready to 
speak, but may defer his address 
until Friday. Senator Cummins, of 
Iowa, republican, also is preparing 
an address for delivery later this 
week, and Senator Reed. gave for- 
mal notice today that he would dis- 
cuss the league on Saturday. Sen- 
ator’ Hitchcock also is planning an 
early reply to the critics of the 
league. 

Senator Poindexter, in his address 
today, declared that the league 
charter conflicted with the consti- 
tution of the United States and 
meant not only surrender of Amer- 
ican sovereignity to European na- 
tions, but also abandonment of the 
Monroe doctrine. He also declared 
the league plan involved a “colos- 
sal burden of entangling alliance” 
and would breed instead of prevent- 
ing wars. 

The Washington senator particu- 
larly attacked the provisions of the 
league charter for disarmament and 
mandatories, Referring to the pres- 
ident’s request that debate be post- 
poned, Senator Poindexter declared 
the subject was too vitally impor- 
tant to permit postponement of dis- 
cussion. 

Interrupting the Washington 
member, Senator Reed suggested 
that the league’s executive council 
would be composed of eight non- 
American members—possibly ene- 
mies—and that its mandatory clause 
would require the United States to 
furnish troops in suppressing na- 
tionalistic uprisings in Canada, Ire- 
land, Australia and other countries. 

Lodge’s First Comment. 

In his first public comment on the 
league, Senator Lodge declared he 
was convinced that the provisions 
for mandatories would be compul- 
sory upon signatory nations. 


Disputing «Sénator. Poindexter’s 
statement that this was the first 
time any attempt had been made to 
restrict congressional power, Sena- 
tor Hitchcock cited the Canadian 
boundary treaty, with its prohibi- 
tion against naval forces in boun- 
dary waters, as a precedent of “di- 
rect restriction” upon congressional 
powers over armament. Senator 
Knox declared the precedent applied 
only to hae eyed | matters, while 
Senator Brandegeé said the treaty 
validating the league could not be 
set aside as could be done in the 


}case of other treaties. 


After Senator Poindexter had con- 
cluded Senator Reed deplored delay 
in conclusion of a peace treaty, 
which would make possible the 


‘|early return of American overseas

forces, and said much valuable time 
had been “frittered away” at Paris 
in discussion of a league of nations, 
He said he favored immediate return 
of the American forces from Europe 
and declared urgent demands for 
shipping should be made upon the 
allies. 

Prolonged applause came from the 
falleries when the Missouri sena- 
tor said that if the allies refused 
shipping the United States should 
immediately revoke all commercial] 
privileges now accorded them. The 
spectators were erry, 
ed by Vice President Marshall.

U.S.TO AN ABYSS, 
SAYS POINDEXTER 


Washington, February 19.—In 
prefacing his address on the league 
of nations, Senator Poindex-

life at — declaring “that the 
world could ill afford to lose his 
services.” » 

“Assassination is the weapon of 
the internationale,” he said, “of 
t whe.are taking up the cause 
of international revolution.” 

Just as Senator Poindexter con- 
cluded after speaking nearly three 
hours, Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, clapped his hands for a 
page. The galleries mistook this 
for an approval of the Washington 
senator’s speech and applauded cs 
Senator Poindexter took his seat. 

“No such colossal burden or en- 
tangling alliance was ever bef:’re 
conceived in the world,” the senator 
said. “Instead of being an instru- 
ment of peace, it is the fertile seed 
of war—the dragon’s teeth..from 
which, when sown, armed soldiers 
‘will spring.” 

U. S. Facing an Abyss. 

Through participation in, the 
drafting of the league’s constitution, 
Senator Poindexter declared the 
United ‘States had been led to a 
joint where “we are now facing an 
abyss.” If the senate should ratify 
the proposed constitution and sanc- 
tien the entrance of the United 
States into a league of nations 
without submission of the question 
“to the American people in a po- 
litical campaign where it shall have 
been made the issue and upon which 
they will have an ‘opportunity to 
render judgment in an election,” he 
declared, “then self-government in 
America will have disappeared.” 

“In adopting or rejecting this con- 
stitution,’ said Mr. Poindexter, “and 
thereby becoming or not becoming a 
member of the league established 
under it, the government and the 
people of the United States will de- 
termine whether they are to remain 
the great sovereign and independent 
nation, a people controlling their 
own destiny, determining for them- 
selves the extent of their military 
preparations, the size of their 
armies and navies, and establishing 
for themselves their international 
relations; or whetber they are to 
merge their destinies with those of 
other rations of the world, sharing 
their burdens, participating in their 
quarrels and becoming a party to 
all international complications.” 

Wilson’s Request for Silence, 

Referring to the request of Pres- 
ident Wilson that the congress re- 
frain from discussion of the ieague 
until he could meet with the foreign 
affairs committees, Senator Poin- 
dexter asserted it was a matter of 
“too much importance for us to re- 
main altogether silent,” and that 
“no harm can be done by full dis- 
cussion” of a document of which the 
world “was purposely kept in en- 
tire ignorance,” until “it came forth 
‘full panoplied, as though born from 
the head of Jove.” 

Taking up the provisions of the 
league’s legislation, the senator de- 
clared that the document contained 
no provision for its abrogation, or 
for the withdrawal of a nation. He 
said that. doubtless the league’s ad- 
vocates would contend that the 
agreement might be abrogated at 
any time, but such, he said, was the 
contention of many of the states 
which joined the federal union, only 
to learn differently through the 
bloodshed of a civil war. 

By the terms of the constitution, 
he continued, “the decision as to the 
relative reduction of the army and 
navy of the United States, in pro- 
portion to that of the great rival 
powers, would be taken absolutely 
out of the jurisdiction of the people 
and government of the — United 
States, where the United States has 
but one vote amid a large number 
of alien powers,” This, in itself, he 
added, would be in conflict with the 
constitution of the United States. 

Congress Would Lose Power. 

The power of congress to declare 
war, he said, wouldibe taken away, 
also in violation of the constitution, 
and vested in a tribunal, “the great 
overwhelming majority of which is 
composed of aliens to our interests 
and institutions.” The league prom- 
ises iittle guarantee for uture 
peace, he asserted, when those who 
drafted its constitution have “not 
been able to restore present peace 
or set up orderly government in 
central Europe and Russia.” 

Under provisions of the constitu- 
tion providing for mandatories for 
colonial territories, Senator Poin- 
dexter said the United States would 
be required to “undertake, practi- 
cally wnsolicited and unsovught, to 
extend our responsibilities and cares 
to the uttermost parts of the earth.” 

While taking up the obligations of 
government in Asia, Africa and 'Eu- 
rope, the United rhe he said, 
would surrender “to Asia. Africa 
and Europe American policies which 
have been the prize jewels on the 
American diadem of state.” Declar- 
ing that the emergencies of the 
past which necessitated assertion of 
the principles of the Monroe doc- 
trine may arise in the future, Sen- 
ator Poindexter said,he hoped the 
American people ha not *reached 
the point where they were willing 
that ‘‘the hich ideals of these tradi- 
tional doctrines would be left to the 
administration of an alien tribunal! 
established under the league of na- 
tions.” 


IT’S MONSTROUS, 
DECLARES FESS 
OF LEAGUE PLAN 


Washington, February 19.—Criti- 
cism of the constitution of the 
league of nations was opened in the 
house late today with an address by 
Representative Fess, of Ohio, re- 
publican, who declared the league 
plan was “monstrous” and filled 
with “vicious possibilities.” 

“Just as sOon as the American 
people shall grasp the vicious pos- 
sibilities herein included,” said Mr. 
Fess, “there will be such a revo- 
lution of sentiment aroused that 
any man who will subscribe to this 
perpetual surrender ,of this re- 
public’s future to a vote of foreign

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“The sovereignty of the United 
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Coes can fix the responsibility upon 
this country. 

“To be specific. article 19 author- 
izes the league to vest mandatory 
authority and select the nation to 
exercise it over such countries re- 
Canney under other sovereignty and 
which are not yet regarded suffi- 
ciently stable to maintain stable 
sclf-zovernment,. This article means 
that by a vote of the league the 
United States would have to under- 
tuke the maintenance of law and 
order in Armenia, for example, or 
a country in Africa. ; 

“Moreover, any group of five of 
the nine can fix the character of our 
defensive program, as the question 
of the size of armament, large or 
small, of any member of the league 
is apt to this vote by article 8.” 

Mr. Fess said the most dangerous 
feature of the proposed constitution 
to his mind was the provision which 
would make the United States a 
constituent part of a league which 
would exercise supreme authority 
through a body of delegates, with- 
out name or number, each of whom 
would have equal authority in all 
matters which would come before 
it affecting this country. | 

What Is United States Defense? 

“The matters of consideration are 
not defined and therefore not limit- 
ed,” he said. “If the Monroe doc- 
trine is included in the judgment 
of a majority of the members, what 
recourse have we after we have en- 
tered the league, which speaks by 
a majority vote? If immigration is 
included, according to a majority 
of the league, what is our defense? 
If a tariff is included, according to 
the judgment of the majority, what 
have we left but to surrender or 
commit a breach of covenant? 


“This nation should never under: 


any circumstances surrender its sov- 
ereignty on any questions which 
pertain to its future welfare, to a 
vote of a league made up of an 
undeterminate number of countries 
whose major interests cannot be ex- 
pected to be identical with our men.” 

Mr. Fess criticised articles of the 
league constitution which, he said, 
required abrogation of existing 
treaties inconsistent with the league 
charter. 

“This means if a treaty now ex- 
ists between us and Japan, incon- 
sistent with the judgment of the 
league, as expressed by any five of 
the nine. it must be abrogated,” 
said Mr. Fess. “The question of Eu- 
ropean immigration also will fall 
under this authority and our laws 
of limitation inconsistent with what 
a majority of this league shall find 
must be abrogated. | 


League Covers Everything. 


“No further legislation on Euro- 
pean or Asiatic immigration could 
be enacted without the consent of 
the league, as it covers not. only 
treaty making, but such laws as are 
based upon treaties. 

“Can we be sure that questions 
of an American merchant marine 
will not fall under a vote of Euro- 
pean countries which quite naturally 
will prefer to keep the monopoly of 
this particular activity? Who wil} 
be the judge? Evidently the league 
will have something to say about it.” 

Mr. Fess also objected to article 
21 of the constitution, which, he 
said, would give the league certain 
powers over the commerce of the 
nations Which composed it. 

“This article read in the light of 
article 20, which looks to a perma- 
nent jnternational labor bureau,” 
the speaker said, “will show the set- 
tled plans of placing the matter of 
our own commercial standing and of 
legislation looking to maintenance 
of American standards under a 
goup of European countries. 

“The moment this authority is 
granted we will hear democratic 
free-trade politicians demand that 
all protective legislation be repeal- 
ed on the basis that to favor an 
American standard not reached by 
Europe is not within the authority 
of this nation because by this cove- 
nant we have surrendered any such 
authority we may have had to the 
findings of the league of nations of 
which we are a responsible party.” 

Mr. Fess declared that once the 
United States had agreed to the 
proposed league it would not have 
the power to compel changes in the 
constitution for its benefit. 3 

“Article 26 purports to provide for 
amendment of the league,” he said, 
“but, of cgurse, no amendments in 
the interests of the United States 
will likely ever be made, as it re- 
quires the vote of all the nine 
states which are represented in the 
council, and then the ratification of 
three-fourhts of the states repre- 
sented in the body of delegates. 

“If it should be claimed by pro- 
ponents of this preposterous propo- 
sition that questions I have named 
are not included in the league, no 
men of sense will deny that, under 
article 26, amendments can be made 
by interested nations to include 
these questions.” 


SENATOR BORAH 
QUESTIONS TAFT 
ABOUT THE LEAGUE 


wv aang ton, February 19.—Sena- 
tor Borah, an opponent of the 
league of nations, made public to- 
day an open letter to former Presi- 
dent Taft, asking whether Mr. Taft 
and other league advccates would 
object to the addition of an ainend- 
ment to the proposed constitution 
specifically guaranteeing continued 
existence of the Monroe doctrine. 
Senator Borah quotea the furmer 
president as stating that the ieasxue 
of nitions “saves the VUTUEe donee 
trine.” and said dispatches from 
England and France as well as 
opinion here took the opposite view. 
“IT have conversed with a number 
of lawyers in this country,” he let- 
ter continued, “most of whom agree 
that the league and the Monroe doc- 
trine cannot exist together and all 
with whom'‘I have spoken agree 
that the matter is left in great 
doubt. League journals in this 
country take opposite views of the 
The proposition which I 
submit to you is, why should so 
grave a matter be left in doubt 
when three lines added to the con- 
stitution excepting this important 
policy of ours from the jurisdiction 
of the league will place the whole 
subject beyond contention or cavil.” 
‘If the advocates of the league in 
the United States want to preserve 
the Monroe doctrine,” Mr. Borah’s 
letter continued, “will they offer 
any objection to .writing in this 
proposed constitution an exception 
or reservation claus which will 
preserve it beyond question? If they 
are not willing to make the excep- 
tion clear are we not entitled to 
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Knox, then sectetary of state. 

“I am told,” the letter 
those who were in public @ at 
the time that it met with your in- 
dorsement. Most of all, it was 
imsisted upon by Theodore Roose- 
velt, who always stood dauntless 
against every infringement of 
American rights and for the full 
pag ation of American- princi- 
ples. . 

“Now The Hague convention has 
been swept aside for a more drastic 
organization with vastly increased 
jurisdiction and greater powers. If 
it was deemed necessary and wise to 
have this reservation in The Hague 
convention, how can it be contend- 
ed that it is not equally necessary 
and wise to have these reservations 
of this proposed constitution of the 
league of nations .. .” 

“It must be remembered, too, that 
this constitution is only a proposed 
constitution. Mr. Clemenceau stat- 
ed specifically to Mr. Hughes that 
amendments would be offered and 
that opportunity would be given to 
all who desired to offer amendments. 

taly gave official notice that she 
would have amendments to offer.. 
Japan did the same. It will not, 
therefore, delay consideration for a 
single hour for the United States to 
offer an amendment. If all parties 
concerned desire that it shall be 
reserved it will not even lead to 
discussion. 

“The question I submit to you, 
therefore, is this: Will you and 
other friends and advocates of the 
league indorse an exception or res- 
ervation clause to be attached to 
this proposed constitution in the 
language of the reservation attached 
to The Hague convention of 1907?” 


TAFT LACKS FAITH 
IN THE SENATORS 
WHO FIGHT LEAGUE 


San Francisco, February 19.— 
“The gentlemen in the senate who 
are setting out to defeat this league 
of nations are those I would not 
trust overnight.” former President 
William H. Taft said today at a 
luncheon given in his honor by civic 
organizations as a part of the pro- 
gram of the Pacific coast_congress 
of the League to Enforce Peace. 

“They are citing the constitution 
as an argument against it,” con- 
tinued Mr. Taft. “I revere and wor- 
ship that great instrument, and it 
is a new story to me if the consti- 
tution prevents this people from 
playing their part in bringing peace 
and order and happiness to our- 
selves and the other peoples of the 
world. 

“This is not a political question, 
God forbid: I am glad President 
Wilson went to Europe because he 
went bearing a promise of a league 

f nations. 

“The application at this time of 
the doctrine of avoiding entangling 
alliances is reactionary to the ex- 
tent of delaying world peace one 
hundred years. The question at this 
time is whether the whole great 
plan of the league of nations is to 
be defeated because we can’t get a 
two-thirds majority of our senate 
for its ratification.” 

“A peace-loving nation of fight- 
ing men” was the way Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke, formerly minister to The 
Netherlands, described the United 
States. He said objectors to a 
league of nations held that to en- 
ter such a league involved abdica- 
tion of national sovereignty, but, on 
the contrary, it involved an asser- 
tion of sovereignty. in a willing ac- 
ceptance of a common law of self- 
restraint. 

A yreferendum’ throughout 
country would find 90 per cent of 
the voters heartily approving the 
league, Henry Morgenthau, formerly 
ambassador to Turkey, said.
